Health ministry 
pushing for new 
hospital authority.

Health Minister Shoshana Arbelj- 
Almoslino yesterday appointed a 
top physician and an assistant minis- 
(ry director-general to head teams to 
Prepare for the “immediate and 
complete implementation” of the 
Trainin Committee recommenda- 
tions on reorganizing the ministry. 

In a report presented to the press 
yesterday in Tel Aviv, the commit- 
tee recommended that the ministry 
give up hospital administration and 


concentrate instead on jong-term | 


health policy, preventing duplica- 
tion, and maintaining quality con- 
trol for services. Hospitals should be 
run by a separate authority. the re- 
port said. 

_ The committee for reorganiza- 
tion, under Prof. Natan Trainin of 
the Weizmann Institute, was ap- 
pointed by the minister last spring. 
Following the submission of its rec- 
ommendations, Arbeli-Almostino 
yesterday named Prof. Mordechai 
Shani, director of Sheba Hospital at 
Tel Hashomer, to head the team 
planning the new hospital authority, 
and Shraga Haber, an assistant di- 
Trector-general at the ministry, to 
head a team reorganizing the minis- 
try itself. 

Even as the reorganization was 
being discussed, biochemists and 


microbiologists throughout the 
country were refusing to do labora- 
tory tests for non-emergency hospi- 
tal and clinic patients, in a 48-hour 
strike action; anesthesiologists con- 
tinued their 11-day sanctions; and 
Rambam Hospital in Haifa was op- 
erating on a reduced Shabbat 
schedule. 

Today physicians are preventing 
non-emergency surgery in four gov- 
ernment hospitals: Shaare Zedek in 
Jerusalem, Assaf Harofe in Tzrifin, 
Barzilai in Ashkelon, and Wolfson 
in Holon. Anesthesiologists are car- 
rying out sanctions at Bikur Holim 
in Jerusalem and Beilinson in Petah 
Tikva. 

Looming next week is a strike by 
12,000 government hospital mainte- 
πᾶπος workers and clerks who are 
demanding the same pay and condi- 
ions granted their colleagues at Ku- 
Pat Holim hospitals. 

The health minister yesterday 
praised the Trainin Committee for 
its work, and for “standing up to 
ptessures and threats” from the Is- 
rael Medical Association, which got 
all but two of the doctors on the 
body to resign by threatening them 
with an IMA disciplinary hearing. 

At the press conference Prof. 
Trainin expressed regret that the 
IMA had decided to boycott the 
study. “They feared we would be a

PLO infiltrators 
shot dead by IDF

KIRYAT SHMONA - IDF troops 
shot dead three PLO terrorists who 
cut through the border security 
fence south of Kibbutz Manara after 
midnight Tuesday with the intention 
of attacking ‘civilian Ἄῆ 
One of the IDF soldiers was seri- 
rene wounded after being hit in the 
by shrapnel and was trans- 
ferred to Rambam Hospital in 
Haifa. 


The PLO mainstream Fatah 
group yesterday claimed responsi- 
bility for the operation, which it said 
was aimed at giving support to the 
residents of the territories in their 
efforts to throw off the yoke of Is- 
raeli oppression. ' 

The terrorists, dressed in jeans 
and khaki jackets, were equipped 
with Kalashnikov rifles, grenades 
and an armour-piercing missile. 

Shortly after 1 a.m. yesterday, the 
three, who had made their way 
through the security zone in South 
Lebanon, entered Israeli territory 
after cutting a large hole in the secu- 
rity fence.

. and climbed an embankment on the 


other side. 

Hearin; 4 an IDF motorized patrol 
coming, the terrorists reportedly lay 
Members of the patrol who spot- 
ted the breach, immediately opened 
fire all around as a pre-emptive 
measure.

The troops stormed the embank- 
ment and killed the terrorists at 
close range.

The police then rounded up men 
and youths in an outdoor area, and 
publically warned them about con- 
tinuing with the disturbances.

“J don’t know what you would 
call it, " Eitan Katz, the Jerasalem 
police's third-highest ranking offi- 
cer, told ITV's Arabic Service when

“We'll seal off the village and ar- 
rest those we need to arrest, until we 
see that things calm down,” Katz 
said. 

The commercial strike that has 
gripped East Jerusalem for about 
two consecutive weeks continued 
yesterday, The police have received 
the army's approval to issue orders 
forcibly opening the stores but do 
not intend to use these orders, Bar- 
Lev said yesterday. 

A young Arab demonstrator and 
two Border Policemen were injured 
during a clash in Isawiya village, 
near Hadassah Hospital, Mt. Sco- 
pus last night. 

Border Policemen were entering 
the village by jeep when the youth 
threw a stone into the jeep’s wind- 
shiefd. The jeep ran over the youth 
and hit a telephone pole, witnesses 

said. The youth was seriously in- 
jured by the jeep, and the two sol- 
diers lightly injured in the crash. 

Ten people were arrested in dis- 
turbances yesterday. Stones were 
thrown in Beit Safafa village, known 
for its friendly relations with its Jew- 
ish neighbours.

HAIFA — “In Israel there are no 
problems for Jews,” said Yosef Be- 
gun yesterday at Kibbutz Ma’agan 
Michael, ‘where he, his wife Ina, 
their son Boris, daughter-in-law 
Yana and: iidren Denis and 
Dina were taken when they arrived 
in Israel after midnight on Tuesday. 

Begun, who has a pointed grey 
beard arid a wonderful silver- 
toothed smile, was responding to my 
estion as to how he, as an Ortho- 

Jew, would manage with the 
food in the non-religious, kibbutz. 
The kibbutz had adopted the Begun 
family several years ago, and they 
were given a hearty reception on 
arrival. They got to bed after three 
and slept unti) 11, and were then too 
excited to eat anything but cake and 
coffee. The seashore kibbutz, south 
of Haifa, had in fact acquired a 
stock of kosher, pre-cooked meals 
from nearby Kibbutz Nir Etzion. 
Looking qut towards the sea and 
the fish ponds crowded with birds 
that have migrated here for the win- 
ter, and told that not only Jews but 
also birds come to Israel from Ras- 
sia, Begun said, “Ah, but they don’t 

Asked what he would do here, the 
55-year-old mathematician who had 
not been allowed to do scientific 
work since: he filed for his emigra- 
tion visa 16 years ago, said he first 
wanted to‘see everything. He has 
bad offers from afl over the country. 
“Such a little country with so 
much room for Jews. In Russia, 
such a big country, there was room 
for men only in far-away exile,” he

The family’s adoption by the kib- 
butz bad done wonders for him. “In 
the hard times, it was very impor- 
tant for us to feel that we are one 
people, one country with a kibbutz 
called Ma'agan Michael,” he said.

An underground steering 
committee of PLO activists and 
Moslem fundamentalists was 
created over the last two weeks 
to coordinate apparently sponta- 
neous uprisings in East Jerusa- 
lem and the territories, highly 
placed security sources said last 
night. 

The new committee is at- 
tempting to maintain the mo- 
mentum of unrest despite Isra- 
el's tough crackdown. 

The security sources said the 
committee was created after 
neighbourhood organizations 
first sprang up in refugee camps 
and towns across the West Bank 
and Gaza to orchestrate the 
street disturbances that have 
continued for the past six weeks. 

The PLO and the Islamic Jihad, 
both forces in the recent distus- 
bances, have been working together 
on the local level and in the central 
committee, the sources said. At 
least three of the central commit- 
tee’s six to eight members are affili- 


ated with the Islamic Jihad, they 
added. 
“We have all the names," one 


source said. “We know who they - 


are. And we think that this commit- 
tee will meet the same fate as the 
national guidance committee [which 
was disbanded by the Israeli au- 
thorities for its role in managing the 
disturbances of 1980-811." 

The national guidance committee 
was a semi-public body; the new 
committee has tried to keep secret 
its members" identities. 

Islamic religious terminology and 
symbols are used in the committee's 
leaflets which call for strikes and 
other measures and are distributed 
in East Jerusalem and the tertito- 


Ties. 

The PLO teadership in Tunis gave 
the green light to PLO activists here 
to form the central committee in 
cooperation with the Islamic Jihad. 

This represents the first PLO co- 
operation with the Islamic Jihad on 
a political level. The groups have, 
however, cooperated in carrying out 
terror activities both in Israel and in 
Lebanon, 

The sources cautioned that it's 
still unclear how much power the

Eyewitnesses reported seeing a 
masked man who apparently threw 
a stone from the side of the high- 
way. There were no reports of

Appeal from Israeli envoy in London 
‘Speak with one voice’

LONDON - Israeli Ambassador ° 


Yehuda Avner yesterday appealed 
to Israel's political leadership in Je- 
Tusalem to “speak with one voice™ 
when discussing disturbances in the 
territories with the foreign media. 

“We, here, are emphasizing the 
national Israeli consensus on the 
need to restore order in the territo- 
ties,” Avner said in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post. “Only 
then can a climate conducive to ne- 
gotiation be produced.” 

Israeli Jeaders have failed to ex- 
press that consensus, he went on. 
and have instead been “speaking in 
several voices about what form 
eventual peace negotiations might 
take.” 


The lack of 8 clear line from Jeru- 
salem, said the ambassador, 
“doesn’t make our relationship with 
the British media any easier.” 

Avner criticized several British 
newspapers for their “dispropor- 
tionate and melodramatic” cover- 
age of the disturbances, singling out 
the Independenr for particular 
blame. 

He would. he said, be seeking a 
meeting with the Independent's edi- 
tor to complain about the “lack of 
proportion” shown by the paper 
yesterday in running a story head- 
lined “Israel bans aid to Palestin- 


ians” across the top of its front page. 

Avner was careful, however, to 
avoid blanket criticism of the British 
press, noting that “there are good 
days and bad days,” and that “the 
media here are clearly grappling 
with the question of what might be 
the best political course for Israel.” 

The past five or six weeks, said 
Avner, have seen a “definite ero- 
sion” of public support for Israel. 
‘The embassy has received a spate of 
anti-Semitic letters, he said, as well 
as letters from English Jews bewil- 
dered and shamed by developments 
in the territories. 

In daily interviews with TV, radio 
and newspaper reporters, Avner is 
questioned most pointedly about 
statements such as Defence Minister 
Rabin’s assertion on Tuesday that 
demonstrations would be put down 
with “might, power and beatings.” 

One senior Israeli source told The 
Post yesterday that the British press 
“clearly perceives Israel as a con- 
quering. occupying power, forcibly 
suppressing another people against 
their will. 

“In the past,” he went on, “the 
disunity in government over paths to 
peace was appreciated here as evi- 
dence of Israel's democracy. Now it 
is felt that these two voices, this 
luxury of a democracy, is being 
maintained at the expense of anoth- 
er people.”

committee of yes men, but I believe 
our conclusions and recommenda- 
tions prove that we haven't been,” 
he told reporters. 

The subcommittee on hospital re- 
organization, headed by Prof. Le- 
chayim Nagan, recommends that 
the hospitals authority “be as inde- 
pendent as possible” — with a board 
composed of 50 per cent govern- 
ment representatives and the rest 
Tepresentatives of health funds, 
medical schools and the public. 
Each hospital should have a closed 
budget and autonomy. in order to 
increase efficiency. 

The subcommittee headed by 
Prof. Yehezkel Dror of the Political 
Science Department at the Hebrew 
University dealt with the reorgani- 

- zation of the ministry. Once relieved 
of the day-to-day burden of manag- 
ing hospitals, the ministry should 
establish health policy for a decade, 
should integrate health services so 
that pluralism will not mean waste- 
ful duplication, and should develop 
better procedures for handling com- 
plaints and ensuring quality. “To- 
day, complaints to the ombudsman 

n take years to be resolved,” Dror 


said. 
His subcommittee ‘recommends 
the establishment of a ministerial 
committee on social policy (includ- 
ing health policy) with a small pro- 
fessional staff as part of the cabinet 
secretariat. “The Health Ministry is 
too weak vis a vis the Treasury be- 
cause it lacks professionals in such 
fields as health economics, public 
health sociology, health administra- 
tion and health policy. Not too 
many people are needed in these 
areas, but the few hired should be of 
top quality,” Dror said. 

Arbeli-Almoslino stated that “no 
ministry employee will be dis- 
missed" as a result of the reorgani- 
zation. Where n . workers 
would be retrained, she said. 

She felt the recommendations 
would produce a “real revolution" 
in the health-care system, freeing 
the ministry for supervision and in- 
termediate and jong-term planning. 
“At present, we live hand to mouth, 
and can’t plan ahead.” she said. 

She added that she will need the 
cooperation of the Treasury, the 
Knesset, the Histadrut and the vari- 
ous works committees to succeed in 
implementing the report. She con- 
spicuously left out the IMA, which 
had protested that it was not being 
given a say in the committee's αἷς. 
cussions.

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Commercial stations to end BBC monopoly in UK 


LONDON (AP) -- In a radical shake-up of radio services, the British 
government has anounced plans to break the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration’s 61-year-old monopoly on national radio broadcasting by creat- 
ing at least three national commercial stations. 

Home Secretary Douglas Hurd told the House of Commons on Tuesday 
that the government also plans to deregulate local radio services, allowing 
the creation of several hundred new local and community commercial 
radio stations. ᾿ ἐς ᾿ 

Hurd, whose department has overall responsibility for broadcasting as 
well as police, immigration and other matters, said a new radio authority 
would be set up to regulate commercial radio services “with a light touch.” 

Hurd said the aim of the new body would be to protect the consumer 
rather than direct the broadcaster. Γ ᾿ 

He said this would take away the responsibility for commercial radio at 
present held by the Independent Broadcasting Authority (IBA). which 
also oversees commercial television. 

Under the new plan, Hurd said the BBC would continue to provide 
public service broadcasting within the resources available. At present, 
only the BBC provides a national radio service but it also operates local 
radio stations around the country in competition with local commercial 


A bill to implement the government's plans will be introduced in 
Parliament this fall and is expected to become law before the summer of 


next year. 

The BBC's national radio broadcasting monopoly has existed since the 
BBC was incorporated under royal charter as successor in 1927 to the 
British Broadcasting Company Ltd. 

The planned shakeup is in line with the βονεπιδιξοῖα policy of increas- 
ing competition.

‘Frontier Gandhi? 
Ghaffar Khan at 98 


ISLAMABAD (AP) ~ Abdul Ghaf- 
far Khan — ἃ Pakistani Moslem who 
joined Hindus Mahatma Gandhi 
and Jawaharlal Nehru in fighting po- 
litical battles against the British -- 
died yesterday at the age of 98. 

Ghaffar Khan died in the British- 
built Lady Reading Hospital at Pe- 
shawar, 160km. northwest of islam- 
abad, doctors at the hospital said. 
He was suffering from old age, 
strokes, infection of the lungs and 
inflamation of the joints, said Dr. 
Jamal Khan, the hospital 
administrator. - 

“Ghaffar Khan was popularly 
known as “the Frontier Gandhi” be- 
cause he joined Mahatma Gandhi to 
fight the political battles for India’s 
freedom from Britain and because 
he came from Pakistan's northwest 
Frontier province. τ 

Ghaffar Khan spent three months 
in India fast year for treatment as a 
guest of Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi.

A heart attack that was avoidable elsewhere

HOLON - A 38-year-old policeman 
recently pulled through a severe 
heart attack at Wolfson Hospital 
here. It was no bot from the blue. 
His cardiac trouble was chronic and 
the damage wrought by the infarct 
could well have been averted, had 
the young officer undergone vital 
surgery in time. 

That was impossible, however. It 
was his misfortune to live in the 
region served by Wolfson Hospital -- 
one of the most severe cases among 
the ailing government hospitals. 

The problem was that Wolfson 
has no facilities for cardiac catheter- 
iation, 8 necessary preliminary 
test. The hospital directed the po- 
liceman to Tel Hashomer, where he 
was on the waiting list for over a 
year. By the time he raised the mon- 
ey to have the test done privately, 
he was back in Wolfson in critical 
Sareea after the heart attack. 

ly then did he undergo surgery. 

Mr. N.V., 60, also waited a year 
for catheterization. When finally 
carried out, the test showed an ur- 
gent need for surgery - which meant 
he went on the waiting list. He has 
meanwhile been hospitalized eight 
times -- and is still waiting.

_ “Because early on, someone de- 
cided to relegate us to the status of a 
peripheral little no-account hospital 
tn the middle of the country’s largest 
Metropolitan area,” says Dr. Yeho- 
shua Waysbort, who heads one of 
the hospital’s internal medicine 
wards, as well as the national orga- 
Qization of state-employed 
physicians. 

The result, he goes on, is that the 
older and stronger hospitals get 
more funds. He has statistics to back 
his claims of discrimination. The aa- 
tional average of hospital beds per 
1,000 peopte is 2.8, down from 3.1 
in 1960. (In Europe, the average is 
two to four times greater.) 

At Wolfson, which is officially 
supposed to serve the two towns of 
Holon and Bat Yam, south of Tel 
Aviv, there are only 1.7 beds per 
one thousand. 

What is worse, the target popula- 
tion of 300,000 is often cognate 
by residents of Jaffa, who are sup- 
Posed to be served by Tel Aviv's 
Rokah (Hadassah) Hospital. 

Waysbort has more statistics: 


Sheba Hospital at Tel Hashomer 
serves a population of roughly the 
same size as Wolfson. But Tel Ha- 
shomer has 1,107 beds, compared 
with Wolfson’s 490. Haifa’s Ram- 
bam Hospital, which serves a similar

number, has 913 beds. All, like 
Wolfson, are government hospitals. 
But Kupat Holim hospitals are in . 
a more privileged class; Petah Tik- 
va's Beilinson serves a population of 
232,000 with 820 beds. 

Jerusalem’s hospitals are in a 
unique semi-private category of 
their own. With 1,405 beds among 


them, they serve a population of 
530,000. The ratio of 3.1 beds per 
1,000 people is nearly double that of 
Wolfson. 

“The story gets even worse,” says 
Waysbort. ““The number of doctors 
in a given hospital is determined by 
the number of beds the Health Min- 
istry arbitrarily decided it should 
have. So...if Wolfson has far too few 
beds to meet the needs of its popula- 
tion, it also has far too few doctors 
to deal with the same lation.” 

Wolfson is staffed by only 180 
doctors. “Just compare that with 
Beilinson’s 550, for a population 
smaller than ours,” says Waysbort. 
“At Tel Hashomer they have 600 
doctors. : 


“Our einergency room has to deal 
with between 350 and 420 patients 
each day. Kupat Holim not only has 
its own little empire, it also squeezes 
ail it can out of us. It uses our emer- 
gency rooms as its clinics, sending 
orthopedic patients, backache 
cases, etc. to us, rather than impos- 
ing on their own better-equipped 
facilities.” 

Wolfson was to have had 784 
beds, according to the original 
Health Ministry plans, a few de- 
cades back, when the combined 


population of Holon and Bat Yan 
was half what-it is now. But instead 
of increasing the number of beds, 
the planners decreased them. 

Wolfson was designed to replace 
three dilapidated hospitals — Donolo 
and Zahalon, in Jaffa, and Shmuel 
Harofeh, a small general hospital in 
Be’er Ya’acov, now transformed to 
ἃ geriatric facility. Staff at all three 
hospitals were beset by low morale 
and much personal friction. 

But the new hospital in Holon 
cured none of the ills: if anything, it 
intensified them because of its limit- 
ed budget. 

“One result is beds ta corridors, 
and harried doctors, with less time 
per patient and too little patience,” 
Waysbort says. “Another result is 
disgruntled and dissatisfied patients, 
who take out their anger on the 
doctors, who are the wrong target 
here. The bottom line is that people 
don’t want to work here, and this 
goes equally for doctors and

Demjanjuk attorneys denied 
tourist visas to Poland

The lawyers defending John De- 
manjanjuk have been denied entry 
into Poland, according to the official 
Polish press agency (PAP). 

The report, published widely in 
the Polish press, quotes Kazimierz 
Konkol, head of the Polish commit- 
tee for the investigation of Nazi war 
crimes, as saying that Demjanjuk’'s 
American lawyers -- Mark O’Con- 
nor and John Gill — had visited Po- 
land several times, and had freely 
accumulated data. 

However, when Gill applied, to- 
gether with Israeli defence counsel 
Yoram Sheftel, to accompany Dem- 
janjuk’s son on a “tourist” trip, 
their applications were rejected, the 
report said. 

‘The report also quoted Sheftel as 
having publicly declared that “quis- 
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lings” were trying to prevent him 
from gathering information for his 


case. 

Konkol's response was that Shef- 
tel should know that Poland was the 
onty country in Nazi-occupied Eu- 
rope where there had been no quis- 
tings. Konkol added that his com- 
mittee would continue to 
recommend that Sheftel be denied 
entry into Poland. 

Stefan Grayek, president of the 
World Federation of Jewish Fight- 
ers, Partisans, and Camp Inmates, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that agents, apparently sent by one 
of Demjanjuk’s legal representa- 
tives, had attempted to persuade a 
Polish citizen to testify on Demjan- 
juk’s behalf.

calm returns to life on the border

KIBBUTZ MANARA - A hole in 
the fence separating Israel from the 
security zone in South Lebanon was 
all the evidence that remained yes- 
terday moming of the attempted in- 
filtration by PLO terrorists less than 
a kilometre south of this veteran 

kibbutz. 

A few hours earlier, the sound of 
gunfire blasted the stillness of the 
night and flares illuminated the hilly 
countryside as IDF troops fought a 
short but bitter gun battle with the 
terrorists. 

The three Palestinian en 
were killed in the clash and an IDF 
soldier was badly wounded. 

It was not the'first time that ter- 
rorists had tried to infiltrate into 
Israel in the same region. There was 
a similar attempt aear Kibbutz Man- 
ara some nine months ago. 

But the residents of this kibbutz, 
like the majority of those in nearby 
settlements, are resilient and have 
jearned to cope with the problems of 
living close to the border. 

Kibbutz secretary Rahel Rabin 


Ya’acov, sister of Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, said life in the com- 
munity bad continued as usual after 
the events of the night. 

She noted that there had been 
many incidents of one kind or an- 
other since the settlement was 
founded 45 years ago. 5 

“Despite attempts by the terror- 
ists to attack us, we are continuing 
to lead normal lives," said Rahel. 

She’ praised the young soldiers 
who clashed with and killed the ter- 
rorist gang intent on attacking civil- 
ian targets. 

“We have tremendous faith in our 
soldiers and we hope that the one 
who was wounded will soon recover 
from his injuries,” she said. 

The kibbutz, which is home to 400 
people, was founded in 1943 on land 
belonging to the Jewish National 
Fund. 

One of the most important factors 
that determined the Manara loca- 
tion was its strategic position near 
the border, and its dominant posi- 
tion overlooking a large part of the 
Hula Valley. 

The sound of the gun battle was 


heard in nearby Kiryat Shmona. 

Maurice Elkobi, whose home in 
Kiryat Shmona is almost directly be- 
low Kibbutz Manara, said he was 
awakened by the sound of gunfire. 
Looking through his window, he 
saw the hillside above alight with 
flares. “Helicopters flew overhead 
dropping more flares, while army, 
police and emergency vehicles 
roared with their sirens blar- 
ing,” said Elkobi. 

“T realized that something big was 
going on, but I was not afraid and 
after a while I went back to sleep.” 

Only two months ago, a terrorist 
crossed the northern border on a 
motorized hang-glider and killed six 
IDF soldiers, only a few kilometres 


᾿ east of Kiryat Shmona. 


Had that incident and the abor- 
tive infiltration affected the morale 
of the residents of the town and 
neighbouring settlements?

Deeply felt lyricism 


LOS ANGELES - Mention Los Angeles and 
what comes to mind are Hollywood, Beverly 
Hills and maybe sunshine and smog. 

Admittedly, there are stil] starlets posing in 
bikinis, but the movers and shakers of the city 
are looking far beyond the palm-fringed 
beaches to the far side of thé ocean. In their 
conversations, such magic words as “box of- 
fice gross” have been replaced by Pacific Rim, 
Pacific Basin, or best of all: Pacification. 

Pacification, these men believe, will fulfil! 
the manifest destiny of Los Angeles as the 
premier city of the Pacific basin and the capital 
city of the world by the tum of the century. 

Heady concepts, but the ‘:ueprints for the 
future are now being drawn by LA 2000, a 
high-powered committee whose chairman, 
James P. Miscoll, treats listeners to a short 
history lesson. ; 

“About 600 years ago, Venice was probably 
the most important litan area on the 
then most important oceaa, the Mediterra- 
nean. With the explorations, that metropoli- 
tan commercial centre shifted to Antwerp, 
afterwards to Amsterdam and London. Theu 
the Atlantic became the most important 
ocean.” 

Today, pride of place has shifted to the 
Pacific, and by the year 2000, says Miscoll, 
Los Angeles will probably be the most impor- 
tant metropolitan area in the world. 

Is Los Angeles, reputedly populated by 
weirdos and sun-bathers, ready to assume the 
mantle? Probably yes, says Edward W. Soja, 
professor of urban planning at the University 
of California, Los Angeles (UCLA). 

For starters, he points out, Los Angeles is 
the largest industria] metropolis in the world, 
has the heaviest concentration of high-tech- 
nology companies and professionals, and the 
largest pool of cheap Third World labour. 

Soja, who jalizes in analysis of the 
changing social ‘and physical landscape of the 
LA region, cites facts to back up his claims. 


Yehoshua Sobol and Co. shudder at 
the memory of the events of 1936- 
1939 which the Arabs called “the 
Great Rebellion” and which started 
the way the current unrest in the 
territories - throwing stones 
at Jewish vehicles. The marauding 
gangs of highway robbers were de- 
scribed as heroes in the Arab press 
and a six-month general strike was 
Presented as a civil disobedience 
movement. 

The principle of the Blood Do- 
nors Association, says Payne, was 
the provision of a free service for all. 
“Once some British policemen in 
Jaffa chalfenged a Jewish doctor in 
the Jaffa government hospital, 
claiming that the Jews in Tel Aviv 
would not donate blood to an Arab 
woman. 


“But we did send a donor. He was 
taken to Jaffa under heavy police 
escort, and retumed home under 
similar protection after the transfu- 
sion.” Blood banks and separation 
into blood type came years after. 


WITH THE emergence of a state 
health service, the voluntary orzani- 
zations were severely affected 
MDA found itself unable to manage 
without salaried personnel. Never- 
theless, the organization still uses 
volunteers, mainly youngsters be- 
low the age of 18, and senior citizens 
whose willingness to help is not al- 
ways matched by physical ability -- 
plus those young women who 
choose to do their national service 
with MDA. 

The Blood Donors Association 
has resisted taking on salaried staff 
so far, Paynes says. ‘We are a sepa- 
rate body from Magen David 
Adom, though we operate within its 
framework. Don't ask me how it 
happened.” Paynes resigned recent- 
ly as chairman of the Blood Donors 


Association.

On industry: within a 60-mile circle of 
downtown, encompassing large chunks of Los 
Angeles, Orange, Ventura, Riverside and San’ 
Bernardino counties, lies the largest industrial 
and job-generating “technopolis” in the 
world. 

“Orange County alone is at least as high- 
tech productive as the fabled Silicon Valley, 
but that fact is virtually hidden,” says Soja. He 
notes that when the authoritative Forbes mag- 
azine published a map of major high-tech 
development centres in 1984, all Southern 
California was a large blank. 

On immigration: Since 1965, some two mil- 
lion immigrants from Pacific Rim countries 
have settled in the metropolitan region. These 
include 500,000 to 750,000 Mexicans, 400,000 
Central Americans, 250,000 Koreans, 150,000 


.Filipinos, 120,000 Viemmamese, 50,000 Chi- - 


nese, plus smaller groups from Japan and the 
Oceanic Islands. 

The sons and daughters of the Asian immi- 
grants are now routinely taking top honours in 
Americans schools and colleges. It has be- 
come a cliche that the Asian tradesman and 
students are to the 1980s what the Jews were 


_ to earlier decades of this century. 


The metropolis has the largest British popu- 
lation in the United States, as well as an 
estimated 80,000 Israelis. Adding to the ethnic 
potpourri are even Tonga Islanders, of whom 
there are now more in Los Angeles than on 
the Tonga Islands. 

“The magnitude and diversity of immigra- 
tion to Los Angeles since the 1960s can be 
compared only to the New York-bound wave 
of migrants at the tum of the century,” says 
Soja. 


ONE ASPECT of the process of Pacification 
is the migration of capital into the city and 


f 


currently more Japanese money flows into Los 
Angeles than into any other American city. 
Half of the 60 major downtown office build- 
ings are owned by foreign investors, predomi- 
nantly Japanese. 

To finance their real estate purchases, Japa- 
nese investors can find their own banks on the 
spot. Five of the 11 largest banks in California 
are Japanese-owned 

Although parochial pride may cause Ange- 


.linos to demur, the influx of Japanese money 


has been a mighty stimulus to Los Angeles. It 
allows LA boosters to describe their city as the 
“capital of capita)" and the control centre of 
international banking and finance for the Pa- 
cific Rim. 

But Asian-American relations are 2 two- 
way street, and American trade across the 
Pacific, mainly with Japan, South Korea, Chi- 
na, Indonesia and Taiwan, has now surpassed 
America’s trans-Atlantic trade. 

The main economic backing for America’s 
role in the Pacific trade comes from the State 
of California, in itself an awesome competitor. 
If California were an independent country it 
would rank as the ninth largest economic pow- 
er in the world. Its annual foreign trade comes 
to $84 billion, 60 per cent of the state's rts, 
go to the Pacific, and 75 per cent of Califor- 
nia’s imports are from Asia. Next to the Unit- 
ed States itself, California is Japan's largest 
trading partner. 

A complementary development is the ever- 
growing influence of California in setting new 
socia), fashion and lifestyle trends for the rest 
of the country. 

The phenomenon is labeled by Soja as the 
“Californization of America” or, less aca- 
demically, the “Californication of America.“ 

As Los Angeles readies itself for its star turn 
in the Pacific theatre, critics point toward its 
warts and blemishes. 

The sheer size of the place may conceal the 
extent of the phenomenon, but Los Angeles is 
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For Los Angeles, the Pacific sparkles with gold 


the most segregated of American cities, says 
Soja. The main black, Hispanic and Asian 
enclaves have their distinct boundaries and 
are often sub-segregated by nationality. 

There are also occupational ghettos such as 
the one stretching from the international air- 
port through the South Bay communities, 
which contains the greatest residential density 
of engineers, scientists and technical special- 
ists if the world. 

Ail this leads Soja to compare Los Angeles 
to “a gigantic agglomeration of theme parks 
feaniring different cultures, corporation-spon- 
sored magic kingdoms ... and experimental 
prototype communities of the future.” 

At the perimeter of the 60-mile circle, Los 
Angeles is ringed by eight formidable Air 
Force, Navy and Marine bases. To an observ- 
er from outer space, the bases might appear 
like fortifications shielding the aerospace and 
electronic industries, movie studios and Dis- 
neylands within the circle, or, as Soja sardoni- 
cally describes it: “‘the crown jewels of Ameri- 
can capitalism, ringed by walls.” 

Bot such carping by a few academicians 
does not bother the leaders of finance and 
business, who are busy planting their corpo- 
rate flags beyond the Pacific. They and their 
underlings fuel one of the major current 
growth industries, consisting of seminars, 
newsletters and consulting finns, all geared to 
tell businessmen how to do business with 
Asians. 

The Los Angeles Times, a barometer of 
local business thinking, has inaugurated a 
weekly page on Pacific trade in its business 
section. And the San Diego campus of the 
University of California has just established a 
Graduate School of International Relations 
and Pacific Studies, the first such school to 
focus on the Far East. One of its professors, 
Lawrence B. Krause. was asked for the 
school's raison d'etre. He responded: “The 
Pacific Basin is where the action is.”

Where there’s smoke, it’s probably American 
U.S. cigarettes conquer the world

WASHINGTON - The cigarettes 
that health-conscious Americans are 
no longer smoking are now lit up by 
growing numbers of nicotine lovers 
in Japan and other countries where 
smokers have acquired a taste for 


American-blend cigarettes. ri 


The U.S. cigarette industry, 
whose growth has been hurt by a 
steady decline in American smok- 
ing, was boosted by a huge gain in 
foreign markets, including Taiwan, 
Greece and South Africa, in the past 
year. This was triggered largely by 
successful efforts by Washington to 
ease foreign restrictions on the im- 
ports of U.S. cigarettes. 

American cigarette exports in 
1987 have been preliminarily esti- 
mated at record-breaking levels of 
around 100 billion cigarettes worth 
$2 billion, making the U.S. the 
world’s largest exporter of the con- 
troversial product, say tobacco ana- 
lysts at the U.S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

Since the removal last April of 
trade restrictions on U.S. cigarettes. 
Japanese imports of U.S. brands 
have soared to almost 28 billion as 
Of the end of last October, nearly 
four times the amount shipped to 
Japan during the ‘same period the 
previous year. That makes Japan 
the No. 1 buyer of U.S. cigarettes, 
and tobacco companies are over- 
joved. 

“We are very pleased with how 
the Japanese market has grown,” 
says Richard Badler. manager of 
communications for the internation- 


al division of Philip Morris, the larg- 
est cigarette company in the U.S. 

Japanese consumers smoke 300 
billion cigarettes per year. With the 
suspension of import quotas and a 
corresponding drop in U.S. ciga- 
rette prices, American companies. 
have since last spring captured 10 
per cent of the second-largest mar- 
ket in the non-communist world. 
Government analysts predict that 
the U.S. market share in Japan will 
grow to 20 per cent by 1992. 


American cigarettes. South African 
purchases of American cigarettes 
rose to over 500 million in 1987, up 
from around 300 million the year 
before. Hongkong users had bought 
over nine billion cigarettes by the 
end of last October, a jump of al- 
most 30 per cent from 1986 levels. 

Foreign markets are heating up as 
domestic sales fall, hurt by a grow- 
ing U.S. distaste for cigarettes since 
the surgeon-general, the nation’s 
top health official, issued his first 


U.S.cigarettes hold 10% of Israeli market 


TEL AVIV — Around ten per cent of 


the one million packs of cigarettes 
sold each day in Israel are American,

In other foreign markets, sim- 
ilar developments have taken place. 
U.S. cigarette shipments to Taiwan 
multiplied 34 times during the first 
nine months of last year, totalling 
4.2 billion cigarettes. Here, too, an 
easing of trade restrictions enabled 
the American tobacco industry to 
gain almost 15 per cent of the Tai- 
wanese market, up from its previous 
meagre share of 0.5 to 1 per cent. 

Greek smokers, despite price in- 
creases in the past year of 10 to 25 
per cent, are also buying more 


ominous warming on the dangers of 
cigarette smoking back in January 
1964. After hitting its peak of 640 


billion cigarettes in 1981, U.S. Ciga- 


rette consumption dropped to 584 
billion last year. Annual per capita 
consumption by Americans of 18 
and older is currently 3,274 ciga- 
rettes. the lowest since 1944, accord- 
ing to government statistics. 

If the current declining trend con- 
tinues, analysts estimate that smok- 
ing in the U.S. could drop 25 per 
cent by the year 2000. 


The growing foreign preference 
for U.S. cigarettes such as Philip 
Morris’s Marlboro brand, the best- 
selling cigarette in the world, is €x- 
plained by a number of factors in- 
cluding new international trading 
rules and aggressive marketing. 

Also cited as 8 factor are the τὸ 
of higher quality. more 1 
cae inthe U.S. product and the 
new image of American cigarettes as 
a status symbol. Steve Beasley, a 
tobacco analyst with the Agriculture 
Department. recalls that on a recent 
trip to Africa, be observed people 
buying a package of Mariboros, 
smoking all the cigarettes, thea 
keeping, the pack but replacing it 
with locally-produced cigarettes. 

Ageressive marketing campaigns 
including ἃ heavy dosage of televi- 
sion commercials in foreign markets 
where such advertising is allowed 
has strengthened the U.S. position. 

Washington has also done its part. 
“The suspension of the tariffs in Ja- 
pan and the recent opening of the 
market in Taiwan are the direct re- 
sult of effective negotiations by the 
office of the U.S. Trade Represen- 
tative.” Philip Morris reports. 

Tobacco companies may have 
more to cheer about this year as 
trade negotiations are also under 
way with South Korea, where until 
last year the mere possession of im- 
ported cigarettes was illegal. As a 
token gesture, South Korea agreed 
last autumn to allow a 1 per cent 
market access to U.S. cigarettes, but 
American negotiators are pushing 
for a bigger foothold there.

Assets may theoretically be divided into two sorts — 
those that pie for personal use and those, bv their very 
nature, that are used for business purposes. However, 
there are assets which serve both business and personal 
use, such aS an apartment in the hands of a building 
contractor or of a private investor.

An Australian reader reports an interesting case 1n 
this context that appeared in The Australian. A teacher 
filed a tax return, attaching numerous additional pages 
with complex mathematical and other calculations in 
order to substantiate a claim for depreciation on his 
brain.

The taxpayer maintained that he 
was already advanced in years, was unable to learn at 
this stage in his life the complicated matter of keeping 
books, was suffering from insomnia as a result. He was 
on the verge of ἃ nervous breakdown, he said. 

I am afraid I was unable to meet this request and 
today, with the accounting regulations applied more 
strictly than ever, taxpayers would do well to apply the 
strict accounting provisions as stipulated and seek other 


It seems that whenever the tax year draws [0 ils 
inevitable close, there is a preponderance of tax schemes 
devised to enable taxpayers to avoid paying the taxman 
at any cost, even where the economsic risk outweighs the 
gains involved, 3 

For instance, over the years ine ueerea οι whale 
the purchase of a company with substantial 
an acceptable tax device. In other words. would the tax 
authorities contest the legitimacy of such a purchase? 

Now Section 86 of the Income Tax Ordinance states 
that the authorities can, for tax purposes. ignore any 
transaction that reduces the amount of tax payable 
through artificial or fictitious means. is not actually 
implemented oO. 
properly avoid or reduce taxes. Various court decisions 
have established that an artificial transaction 15 One 
where no business purpose is served other than to avoid 
paying taxes. An act is fictitious when not actually 
performed. ; 

In making the distinction between tax evasion, which 
is illegal, and tax avoidance, the tax planner must re- 
spect the tenuous dividing line. And yet, as stated in a 
renowned English tax court decision, “The taxpayer is 
entitled to be astute to prevent. as far as he honestly can, 
the depletion of his means by the revenue.” ¢ 

The purchase of a company with losses, where there is 
no other business or economic purpose other than mere- 
ly setting off such losses, would certainly raise eyebrows 
at the Income Tax Authority offices in ‘Kiryat Ben- 
Gurion. 

‘A more recent innovation that offers substantial tax 
liabilities is the sale of high technology or other partner- 
ships. These give the buyer. who is generally a limited 
partner, the right to what is presumed will be losses in 
the first few years of operations, thus enabling him to 
considerably reduce his tax burden and therefore the 
effective cost of the investment. 

However, these investments are certainly very high 
risk and though their intricacies vary among the differ- 
ent schemes, they would seem to border closely on being 
either artificial or perhaps even fictitious. 

The question the reasonable tax planner should ask in 
such situations is: Would a reasonable businessman 
invest in sucha project, and is there a business or 
economic basis for making the investment? 

In many of the proposals that have come to my 
attention, the answer will be negative. Contradictory 
opinions have been expressed on this matter by some 
income tax specialists. ᾿

More workers 
from Lebanon 
may be let in 


ROSH HANIKRA ~ The Defence 
and Labour Ministries are reported- 
ly considering requests to allow 
more residents of the security zone 
in South Lebanon to work in Israel. 

Residents of the zone are appar- 
ently eager to fill the need for fruit 
pickers caused’ by the absence of 
workers from the territories. 

Labour Minister Moshe Katsav 
last Thursday authorized work per- 
mits for an additional 550 south 
Lebanese; 1,250 already have regu- 
lar jobs in Israel in agricuture, in- 
dustry and services. The majority of 
the newcomers are pal oar to work 
as fruit pickers in orchards through-- 
out the country. Sleeping quarters 
are being arranged for those with 
jobs far fom the border. 

According to reliable sources, the 
ministry is considering issuing a fur- 
ther 500 permits if arrangements can 
be made to accommodate the mi- 
grant workers in the central and 
southern parts of the country where 
their services are needed. South 
Lebanese Army commander Gen. 
Antoine Lahad has been pressing 
for permission for more residents of 
the zone to be allowed to work ia 
Israel, but Shi'ite religious leaders’ 
have issued edicts forbidding Mos- 
lems from working in Israel. (David

TEL AVIV -- A new temporary re- 
ceiver was appointed yesterday for 
Fumiture Ranch, the manufacturer 
which shut down without notice last 
bg leaving 60 workers without 


The new receiver, lawyer Ehud 
Uberman, will face numerous 
claims on the company from credi- 
tors. Three banks, First Internation- 
al, Mizrahi and Bank Hapoalim, are 
owed an estimated NISi million, 
while the workers have filed a claim 
for NIS500,000 in back wages. 

_ Between 200 and 300 customers 
aré thought to have placed orders 
with the company without receiving 


their furniture. 

Attomey Galila Hornstein, who 
Tepresents the workers, petitioned 
Tel Aviv District Court Judge Yitz- 
hak Vinograd on Tuesday to ap- 
point a temporary receiver and liq- 
uidate the company. A day after the 
Tectiver was appointed, however, 
that receiver withdrew from the post 
and the judge selected Uberman. 

Since the factory's closure, a 
move that shocked the workers, the 
firm’s owners, Avraham, Matti- 
tyahu and Mordechai Lipson have 
slipped from view. Attempts to tele-

The 60 workers found themselves 
in a peculiar position when they dis-

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Terror and rebellion 


THE terrorist incursion on the northern border foiled by the 
army yesterday reflects the continuing reality of this threat. 
And it was understandable that the head of the northem 
command juxtaposed the command's impressive success in this 
incident against the less fortunate outcome of the glider attack 


two months ago. 


But coming as it does during this period of violent distur- 
bances in the territories, it is important that the incident not be 
seized on to obfuscate the issues, as the defence minister, in his 


statements, did yesterday. 


Ever since 1967, the army always distinguished sharply 
between its mission to protect the borders against terrorism 
and its mission to be prepared to fight and win a next war. 
Terrorism, pursued by irregulars, was a threat to life, but war, 
waged by armies, was a threat to national existence. The IDF's 
Priorities in terms of resources and thought were ordered 
accordingly. Neither popular emotions nor flaming political 
oratory were allowed to move the army from that decisive 
distinction, with the possible exception of Ariel Sharon’s 


tenure as defence minister. 


A comparable distinction must be drawn today between 
terrorism and the large-scale uprisings in the territories. The 
one involves battle between the security arms of the state and 
organizations dedicated to violence, the other involves conflict 
with entire populations. The one can be focussed, localized 
and contained, the other eludes grasp. There is no staging 
camp to be shelled, and no headquarters to be bombed. When 
a population rises up, a fire extinguished at one place and one 
time is followed by another at a different place and different 


time. 


_It is not organization as such that distinguishes the two, but 
dimension. In fact, the usages of hierarchy, discipline, and 
secrecy that enable terrorist structures to function are less 
potent than the simple emotions that ignite an entire commu- 
nity to violent rebellion. And it is only ignorance or guile that 
would seek to equate the rebellion of an occupied or repressed 
population with the limited reach of a terrorist organization. 

The army may safeguard the nation continuously against 
organized terror, it cannot safeguard it continuously against 
rebellion. For the latter, even when goaded or guided by 
underground cadres, is a war of the many, not the few. If it 
persists, which it will unless it is politically redressed, it will 
become a war not between military arrays, but between the 
Arab and Jewish populations as a whole. We shall then . 
become a worthy neighbour of Lebanon. 

Blurring the differences, therefore, between organized ter- 
ror and rebellion, as Mr. Rabin sought to do yesterday, is to 
mislead the nation. Worse, it is to lead it to chaos.

ment surge, reducing ethnic ten- 
sions, increasing the people's trust 
in themselves and improving Israel's 
international reputation. 

“In the second half of the govern- 
ment,” Peres said, “economic poli- 
cy continued, but the diplomatic 
process was halted and once again 
we find ourselves at a dead end.” 

Despite expectations that Rabin 
might come under attack from La- 
bour doves like Weizman for the 
Defence Ministry's policies in the 
territories, there were no indica- 
tions of unease. 

Instead, it was Shamir who was 
the focal point of attack. 

“Whoever says that there's noth- 
ing urgent,” said Peres, “whoever is 
in favour of new settlements, who- 
ever promises the Arabs that we 
won't give up even an inch, whoever 
hints at annexation, whoever ig- 
nores the people and offers them 
autonomy without water and with- 
out land - whoever does all this 
leads Israel, knowingly or not, to 
the end of the Jewish majority and 
the loss of any chance for peace in 
our region.” 

Rabin defended IDF actions in 
the territories, reiterating his oft- 
repeated statement of recent weeks 
that “the residents of the territories 
have to know that violence won't get 
them anything. We will not surren- 
der to violence.” 

There is “no contradiction,” said 
Rabin, to applause from the audi- 
ence, “between the effort to attain 
peace and the effort to restore law 
and order in the territories. Indeed, 


these two complement one 
another.“ 


Rabin's speech emphasized that 


““these are difficult days for our sol- 


diers, the 18- and 19-year-olds who 
have shown great restraint against 
provocation. They didn't want this 
situation. Ask them where they'd 
rather serve, Gaza or the security 
zone, and 99 per cent of them will 
say the security zone, where the per- 
sonal danger to their lives is much 
greater. 

“They weren't educated for this, 
they were taught to repel invaders, 
to fight terrorism. They weren't 
taught to be policemen,” said Rabin 
in a sometimes emotional speech. 


‘Weizman, who has been tipped to 
head the party campaign effort 
among Arab voters, told the rally 
that “for the last six weeks we've 
been sitting on a volcano; and, when 
it’s all over, you can be sure there 
will be scars on both sides... And I 
must wam you al], he added, refer- 
ring to previous speeches by Peres, 
Kessar and Navon, “that the worst 
thing we can do is pay only lip- 
service to the subject of equality 
when we talk with Israeli Arabs. 
They will watch carefully what we 
do, even more.than what we say.” 


Weizman was the only speaker to 
name Shamir - and MK Moshe 
Arens -- in the attacks on the Likud, 
scoffing at Shamir's newfound sup- 
port for the Camp David accords. 
He said that he once told former 
president Jimmy Carter, who nego- 
tiated the Camp David accords, that 
“Menachem Begin regretted Camp 
David three months after he signed. 
Carter looked at me,” Weizman 
said, “ and corrected me: ‘Within 12 
hours."”

was proof that the PLO has not for- 
saken the path of terror, Defence 
-Minister Rabin declared after the 
incident. It showed that the PLO 
groups were not, as some people 
thought, focusing their attention 
solely on “public disorder... They 
have never given up and will never 
give up indiscriminate terror against 
civilians in Israel,” said Rabin. 

Rabin spoke to reporters after 
meeting witk OC Northern Com- 
mand Yossi Peled, other senior IDF 
officers, and members of the patrol 
which killed the infiltrators. 

He said the security system had 
worked excellently, while the sol- 
diers who killed the terrorists had 
performed their mission perfectly. 

‘Their action, and the efficiency of 
the security system, showed the 
“standards and norms of the fighting 
capabilty of the IDF." said Rabin. 

Peled Praised the soldiers who he 
said had acted speedily and well. He 
stressed that after the initial ex- 
change of fire at close Tange, the 
IDF troops acted in the finest tradi- 
tion by jumping up and wiping out 
the enemy. 

Members of the patrol are all 
from the parachute regiment. It was 
their first encounter under fire. 

The major debriefing with the sol- 


diers is to take place only this morn- 
ing because the troops were on duty 
again last night. 5 : 

Senior army sources rejected the 
contention that the security zone 
was not fulfilling its function. They 
Stressed that it was the first time

Could there be a clearer call to 
our Talmud students to get.up and 
redeem the fruit of the land? 

We need not ask for the three 
years of their lives that every other 
Israeli youth devotes to the defence 
of our country.

They are always demanding
